the inspector from carrying out the 
provisions 
of 
the 
law. 
Judge 
Gantt, of the supreme court, de­ 
cides that courts of equity have no 
jurisdiction, because they would be 
interfering 
with 
criminal 
pro­ 
cedure. 
Judge Gantt suggests that 
if the brewers desire to test the 
constitutionality of the law, they 
may need not refuse to submit to 
the inspection, but may refuse to 
pay the fees and defend the indict­ 
ments, if any be found, on the 
ground of the unconstitutionality 
of the act. 
This advice will, in nil 
probability, be 
followed, for the 
brewers have decided to fully test 
the law before 
paying the inspec­ 
tion tax. 


T h e r e was never a more im­ 
portant election 
held in Sedaiia 
than that 
which 
will 
occur on 
April 3d.

lives of several scores of persons— 


possibly 75- 
The explosion is believed to have 


taken place near the mouth of the 


entrance, and the mine was full of 


workingmen. 
The explosion was heard on ad­ 


joining mountains, 
and cars and 


mules were hurled from the mouth 


of the mine, some landing several 
hundred yards down the mountain 


side. 
The report of the explosion 
spread terror in every direction. 
Rescuing parties were soon on 
the scene. 
The mouth of the mine 
was found jammed full of carts, 
mules and human bodies. 
Portions of a human body were 
found after the explosion hanging 
to a tree almost 60 yards from the 
mouth of the mine. 
John Laing, the superintendent, 
came 
out of the mine not more 
than ten minuies before the catas­ 
trophe occurred.

was taken out and placed over the 
injured portions. 
Ex amination y esterday disclosed 
that the fine capillaries of the blood 
had come out of the wounds and 
into the skin, and that, to all in­ 
tents and purposes, the skin of the 
egg was now a part of Sm ith’s 
body , susceptible to heat and cold 
to touch. 
The blood circulated through the 
new skin as it did through the old, 
but the new skin retains its origi­ 
nal velvety whiteness, and it may 
be that the pigment which colors a 
negro’s skin will not enter the new 
tissue. 
Smith is much alarmed over the

the etiquette is also rigidly enforced 
and never deviated from. Some of it 
presses very liardly even on royalty 
itself. For instance, royal personages 
are 
cx]>ected 
to 
remain 
seated 
tliroughont tlie concert, a proceeding 
they must find cxtremelv irksome, as 
ifc,

the gilt chairs used on these occasions 
are not only very small, but being 
placed with their hacks to tlie orches­ 
tra prevent their occnpantvN from see­ 
ing wliat is going on. 
On this point, for some reason not 
easy to explain, etiipH'tte is more con­ 
siderate witli tlie guests, who are al­ 
lowed to walk about, whisper and even 
look at the pictures or adjourn to the 
refreshment room. 
The barrier which on these ocea 
slons is introduced to separate the au­ 
dience from tlie sinuers is regarded 
])v tlie latter with the deepest aver- 
si(» n, 
indicating the existence of a 
social Imrrier htlween tliem.

most of the guests who listen to her. 
I » lit the bar is always fixed for a state 
concert, and is not likely to he re­ 
moved. 
One awful lireach of etiquette is to 
ask a question of any royal person­ 
age who may condescend to address 
vou. 
Xeither must von make anv re- 
mark without being first addressed. 
The person wdio so far forgets himself 
or herself as to keep his or her gloves 
on wdien spoken to is likely to receive 
a reprimand from the proper quarters 
later on, and similar treatment w'ould 
be meted out to the person who dared 
to quit tlie royal presence before be­ 
ing formally dismissed. 
Curious though it 
may 
appear, 
there is one occasion wlien to cough 
becomes a m atter of etiquette. Sup­ 
pose on the occasion of a state ball, 
theprince of Wales retires to his smok­ 
ing room for a whiff. A royal servant 
on these occasions is 
expected 
to 
?cratchlhedoor,am em berof the royal 
familv to shake the handle, but all 
otlier persons are enjoined to produce 
at intervals a gentle, 
admonitory 
cough, wliicli is not ahvaysaudible. 
Even royalty itself is not always ac- 
quainted wnth its own customs. When 
the queen accompanied Louis P hil­ 
ippe to Eton tlie visitors’ book w'as pro­ 
duced. The French king, as etiquette 
demanded he should, signed his name 
at the top of the page. But etiquette 
intervened, and, as it does not allow 
her majesty tu sign her name under 
any other, she had to turn over the 
all but empty page and write her name 
on the top of tlie next one. 
The case w’ilh which the queen ex­ 
tricated herself from 
this 
contre- 
tempts so upset llie customary self- 
possession of the duke of Wellington 
that he signed his name in the book 
‘‘Weggringlon.”
